POWERS AND HOWARD 



Pardoned by Gov. Willson -Issues 
Statement Explanatory and De- 
fensive ot His Aciton. 



Frankfort, Ky., June 13. — Caleb 
Powers and James Howard were par- 
doned this morniDg by Gov Willson 
of the charge of complicity in the 
murder of William Goebel more than 
eight year* ago in front of State Ca- 
pital at Frankfort. 

Howard was in the penitentiary 
here when he received the news of 
the pardon, and immediately prepar- 
ed to discard his stripes, while Jack- 
son Morris, assistant secretary of 
State, and Boy Wilholt took the offi- 
cial notification, of the pardon to 
Caleb Power? at Georgetown tail. 

The announcement of the pardon 
was male this morning at >* 30 o'clock 
by McKenzie Todd. Gov. Willson's 
private secretary, aud the news 
spread rapidly. Gov. Wil.son was 
not at his office when the news was 
was given out, as he had worked on 
the case until 2 o clock this morning. 
The governor has had the cases un- 
der consideration for several months 
and has given much time to the stu- 
dy of the matter, having had public 
hearings of both sides in tho hall of 
the house of representative at Frank- 
fort. 

According to his own statement 
the governor has had petitious signed 
by over 500,000 people, urging the 
pardons of the two men, and of this 
number he said there were 240,000 
Kentuckians, many of them Demo- 
crats. 

The governor also pardoned Powers 
from the indictment of the Franklin 
circuit court, charging subornation 
of perjury. 

Tltr. MEN HKI. EASED. 

Howard left the prison shortly af- 
ter 8:30 o’clock, accompanied by 
John G. White and several^ other old 
friends, and went at once to a cloth- 
ing store to get a new suit of clothes. 
He went to Louisville on the 0:40 0. 
& O. train and was escorted to the 
station by half hundred friends. He 
gave out the following statement: 

••I have no statement to make ex- 
cept that 1 am deeply grateful that 
after all these years of imprisonment 
without just cause 1 am now liberated.

Editorial in Lexington Herald Based 
Upon Governor Willscn’s Recent 
Louisville Speech Calls Forth a Re 
sponse From the Gentlemen 'Whose 
Acts Have Been Questioned. 



The l-exlngton Herald in an editor!* 
il of March 31. 19l)S. quoted, under 
ho heading "A 'Startling Charge," 
; what were reported to It as excerpts 
ram the sp«*-cli of Governor Willson, 
ieliwered at the ms ting «'f the Law 
and Order l.-ngni at Louisville. Tiiat 
odlturutl closed with this paragraph' 
'\\ < publish these excerpts from 
Governor Willson’s speech without 
omment this morning, desiring simply 
1 o noli attention to them and wishing 
to hear the answers of the heads of 
’he Tobacco Growers’ Association be- 
fore w. comment oq them." 

Notwithstanding th< statement that 
i the editor does not comm* nt on the 
■speech, the .-ditorlal says: 

"The almost inevitable conclusion 
drawn from these statements is tiiat 
Governor Wll!s"ti believes and intends 
to convey the Impression that he has 
grounds for the tiellef, that there is 
a working taisis between the tobacco 
association# and the American tobacco 
trust, the logical conclusion i>f which 
would be the elimination on the one 
hand of the independent grower, and 
on the other hand of the Independi nt 
tobacco manufacturer.” 

As the Herald through this editorial 
ha* called upon the heads of the to- 
bacco growers’ association f.w a re- 
sponse to the charges made in this 
speech of the Governor, we, as the 
Executive Committee and Officers of 
the Hurley Tobacco Society, which is 
one of the various growers’ associa- 
tions referred to In the speech under 
the general hend of the Focict) of 
Equity, feel obliged to make srune 
brief response, out nt respect for the 
standing of this paper and for the of- 
fice of Governor in this state from 
which these chances emanate, fait this 
response' Is not made Ix-cause if is felt 
by the leaders and officer# of tlrta ur- 
ganlxatl<<u that the changes made and 
suggested In the speech rttfirred tu 
are in any way he. lex ed by the |« i e 
plr of this stale, or that they will nv 
crlre any serious consideration at the 
hands of the citlzwa of Kentucky. It 
will be necessary in this response to 
brt«ff5y summarize the statements 
made in the speed, to which the edi- 
torial refer*, and from which It draws 
the "inevitable conclusion" above 
stated 

We must assume that the quotation 
given in the editorial is c< rrect for th# 
purpose of this response, as none of 
the leader* or officers of the organisa- 
tion were notified of. or Invited to be 
present at, the meeting referred to In 
Louisville, and did not hear the 
speech At the outset the Governor 
asks, Why hare not some of you 
tobacco growers done something to 
the trust, either In court or to Us prop- 
erty or to Its meat" This he follows 
with the charge that nothing has bwn 
done by anyone to "a trust man or a 
trust piece of property or a trust 
pound of tobaoco.” He says "It is 
as If the two trusts were working to- 
gether, and the unfortunate people 
who love liberty and want each man 
to do what he pleases were ground to 
death between them.” Following this 
he classifies the growers' associations 
us "farmers’ trusts" and the Ameri- 
can Tobacco Company as the ’’Amerl- 
can trust,” and he reiterates that ev- 
ery Injury suffered has been by either 
an Independent grower or an indepen- 
dent manufacturer of tobacco. From 
this he- turns to the leaders and execu- 
*lve officers of the tobaoco growers’ 
associations, and this part of his 
speech necessarily refers to the wri- 
ters of this response, wt*> are repre- 
sentatives of one of the tobacco grow- 
ers’ associations in thfs state. Under 
this head he says: "The offices of the 

vartoua tanners’ trusts have gotten 
Into the hands of a cumber of acute 
and shrewd managers who are Intox- 
icated with the love of power that has 
come to them, and they are determin- 
ed that no man shall dispute their 
rale They do nnt care that this Is a 
free country, or that the constitution 
guarantees liberty; they simply are de- 
termined that every man In their dis- 
trict shall obey thstr rule and the 
' ruls of terror and fear They kill the 
deuL they murder the poor 
farmer sit' his door, they whip him 
with hlacksnakr whips and thornsi 
they turn his home over his slsexing 
family '» head . they bum. his bam. 
Somebody, I don't say the Society of 
Eguity; I believe that ninetieth* of 
the member* <lt that society are good 
aesi. but what does oil this do?” 

He then draws bis conclusion: If 

yoa see a hundred outrages, one after 
Another ererj one of which is used 
ever those people to make them get 
Into the rule of the ttfbaooo associa- 
tions either one of them, to obey thefr 
rale, what do you thlnlf those out- 
rage* tare cum rallied foe, and who par 
mite tttnn to go on?”

notwithstanding the recent difficulties 
in the way of a fair hearing in my 
case. But the decision of Geveruor 
Willson io tbc effect that I am en- 
titled to my liberty after his long 
and painstaking examination of the 
records in all the Goeoel trials, with 
Ms trained and discriminating mind 
as a lawyer, I think is as much a 
vindication of my good name a» 
though my liberty had come thru the 
diciaion of the average jury, especial- 
ly iu view of the fact that ten of my 
jury voted for my acquittal with 
another one of them willing to do «n. 
When asked what he intended doing 
aud what his plans for the future 
were Mr. Powers said. “I am go- 
ing home to my poor old mother and 
will remain there a few weeks at leat* 
ani if iny health doe, uot improve 
iu that time as I think it should, 1 
will go to Battle Creek, Mich., to 
that sanitarium.
